"We approved this steep grade in 


order to set the rond right down in 
the city, otherwise it would have 
gone over the town," the engineer 
said. 


Major Stanford indignantly denied 


Mayor Beaslcy's charge in Little Rock 
newspaper interviews that the state 
highway department is attempting to 
"block three streets and bottle up the 
town, levees already being on'three 
Bides." 


Blocks One Street 


"The bridge approach 
crosses the 


extreme edge of Garland City," Major 
Stanford said, "and blocks one street 
only. This street is a dead-end scarce- 
ly one hundred feet beyond where the 
highway crosses it. When' I met Mayor 
Beasley in Garland City I told him 
that the highV/ay department would 
gravel at Its own expense a small 
loop bringing this blocked street uridor 


Correct Way of Settling 
Difficulties By Duel, Told 


JACKSON, Miss., July 7.-<UP>— 


You may never have the opportunity 
in this ago to smart under the sting 
of a kid glove against your cheek, 
nor answer the challenge of a police 
gunman as the gcnclemen of the nine- 
teenth century did, but It probably 
won't be disadvantageous for you to 
know something of the technique, of 
the olden duelists. 


The advice comes 
to 
you 
from 


"Code Duello," a book o flips on duel- 
ing etiquette in the possession of Dr. 
Dunbar Rowland, of the Mississippi 
Historical Department. 


Subtitled, the book might bear the 


caption. "How to Fight Duels Cor- 
rectly." Volume No. 2, which should 
be captioned, "How to Fight Duels 
and Win," is not in 
Dr. 
Dunbar's 


library. 


"If you have been insulted in pub- 


lic, by words or bchavipr of another, 
do not resent it there, if you have the 
self-command to avoid it," the auth- 
or of "Code Duello" cautions. "If re- 


sented there you offer an indignity 
to the company, which you sohuld not 
do." 


Prescriptions for duels of every oc- 


casion arc offered. It is suggested 
that letters may be offered, demand- 
ing apologies, providing the cahllcnge 
must be accepted, oseonds should bo 
carefully chosen, code Duello suggests. 
Affairs of honor should not be dis- 
cussed with others, and certainly one 
should deeply when approached by 
the challenger, "The offended should 
avoid use of approbroous language," 
it is warned in the book. 


Virtually necessary, the code touches 


upon matters of the actual duel, but 
the author does not wax as enluhs- 
iastic as in his preceding discourse. 
Apparently, he is a gentleman desir- 
ous of leaving the duelist to his own 
ability and whims on the "Field of 
Honor."

Duke and Bingham, local men were 


arrested last Monday by officers after 
tracks were picked up in the dust near 
the scene of the fire leading in the 
direction of the Duke home. They 
hac1 both been held in jail until Sat- 
urday when they were brought to 
trial. 


Bingham, the younger of the pair 


was acquitted of the chrime and ord- 
ered released. Duke was bound over 
to the October term of the Hcmpstead 
County Grand Jury and his bond 
fixed at $3000. He was unable to make 
this bond, however 
and was taken 


back to jail. 


The Wallaceburg church was one 


of the historic church locations in 
north Hempstead county.

stltutlon recommends that the'fol- 
lowing be observed by all poultry, 
men who vaccinate their birds:

mended on farms where there baa 
been no fowl pox, unless there is 
good'reason to believe the young 
stock has been exposed to Infec- 
tion. 
(To this, I would add the 


suggestion that vaccination is in- 
dicated if the disease Is common 
In the district and later infection 
may be anticipated.) 


2—All young stock should be 


vaccinated at the same time or 
else vigorous and effective quar- 
antine of . vaccinated stoclt must 
be enforced, to prevent the vacci- 
nated stock from coming In con- 
:act .with the unvacclnated. Nat- 
ural infection passed through such 
contact will cause the birds so 
nfected to develop real sore head, 
with scabs on comb and face, and 
resulting complications of canker 
and roup.
